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WHEN 'TALENT’ MEANT MONEY... 


One usually thinks of talent as a natural or 
acguired ability such as that possessed by 
writers, artists, and performers. With luck 
and perseverance, these people with talent 
usually make money. 


Those familiar with the Bible will remember 
the parable of the talents in Mathew 25 14-30 
wherein a wealthy man had to leave the coun- 
try and left his talents to three slaves to 
use or invest according to the slave's judg- 
ment. Upon his return, the master expected 
an accounting of his talents. Two of the 
slaves invested the talents entrusted to them 
and doubled their value; the third buried his 
so had only the one talent to return to his 
master. Today's definition of 'turning one's 
talents into money' had its origin in this 
Bibilical passage. 


The ancient and original meaning of the tal- 
ent was money. The Hebrey, Babylonians, 
Greeks and Romans used talents as a means of 
transacting business. Before the 8th Century, 
BC, coinage was in its infancy and talents, 
the least of which weighed 57 pounds, varied 
in value from country to country, and also 
silver and gold had different values. 


The talent was never struck because no coin 
weighing 57 pounds was practical. It could 
not be carried around. A merchant had to keep 
small talents on hand to make change for the 
customer who also had to have ‘small change' 
with him if business was to be conducted. For 
example, the Greek Attic silver weighed 57 
pounds while the Aeginetian standard weighed 
83 pounds. 


The Hebrew weight of silver talent was equal 
to 3,000 shekels in silver or about $1,800 

in U.S. dollars. The gold talent had diffier- 
ent weights and values in different places. 
The Roman great talent was worth about $480, 
while the little talent was worth about $3634 


Is there among us a reader of historical and/ 
or adventure novels who does not remember 

Ben Hur by Lew Wallace?.... or a movie buff 
who couldn't describe the chariot race in the 
movie version? The author wrote, "one or more 
talents were bet on each chariot race..." and 
the rich Romans wagered their talents on the 
talents of their favorite chariot racer.

HISTORY OF THE QLD WEST 


While visiting Laughlin in May, I came across 

a history magazine of the Old West entitled 
"Frontier Chronicles' and there was one article 
on the Covered Wagon, also known as 'prairie 
schooner’ - a modified verson of the Cones- 
toga wagons of Pennsylvania. 


Some facts brought to light revealed that 
Since the wagons had no springs, those who 
were able to walk usually did so. 


The wagon trains day started at 4:00 AM, and 
it was often an 18 hour day. Contrary to 
Hollywood westerns, Indians rarely attacked 
wagon trains, or circled wagons, but the lone 
wagon and stragglers were altogether a differ- 
ent story. Actually, accident and illness 

was far more deadly than Indians. During 1850 
more than 55,000 folks headed their wagons 
along the Western trails. On one wagon train, 
it was reported there was one Grave every 
eighty yards. 


One discouraged traveller described his wagon 
in the wilderness as "250 miles from the near- 
est post office, 100 miles to wood, 20 miles 
to water, and six inches from Hell.' 


There were also some comical entries from the 
Police Column of a San Francisco newspaper in 
1852 - such as the lady who was found ‘punch- 
ing the goard (sic) of a poor, ill-shaven 
luckless man who had drank until he had become 
weak in the knees. Fined $50 and the Recorder 
sent the man to jail for three days because 

he had become so drunk as to let a woman 
thrash him.' - another: ‘John Briggs, found 
comfortably drunk on Long Wharf. Discharged 
on promise to reform.’

AT THE BIRTHDAY MEETING IN JUNE, 1960, A MEDAL COMMEMORATING THE 25TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE SOCIETY, WHICH WAS TWO YEARS AWAY, WAS DISCUSSED. 

FURTHER DISCUSSION WAS HELD AT BOTH THE JULY AND AUGUST MEETINGS, AT 

WHICH TIME FRANCIS JONES WAS APPOINTED TO PURSUE THE FROJECT. 


HE MADE INQUIRIES TO MEDALLIC ART COMPANY IN NEW YORK CITY, REGARDING 
STRIKING A MEDAL, AND REPLIES, WITH PICTURES OF STOCK MEDALS, WERE RE- 
CEIVED FROM BILL LOUTH, VICE PRESIDENT. FOR THE FOLLOWING YEAR, THERE 
WAS MUCH VACILLATING. FRANCIS KEPT UP A RUNNING CORRESPONDENCE WITH 
MEDALLIC ART. THERE WAS NO COMMITTEE, PER SE; FRANCIS BROUGHT HIS 
FINDING6 TO MONTHLY MEETINGS, WHERE DECISIONS WERE MADE. 


AT THE OCTOBER 1961 BOARD MEETING, IT WAS DECIDED TO STRIKE 1000 MEDALS. 
BASED ON A COST OF $860.00 FOR DIES, AND EACH FINISHED MEDAL TO BE $2.90, 
WE DETERMINED THAT PRE-SALE COST PER MEDAL WOULD BE $6.00, WHICH WOULD 
ALSO COVER THE COST OF STRIKING TWO (2) GOLD MEDALS. THE MEDAL WOULD 

BE 40MM IN DIANETER OF FINE SILVER - .925F. JOE GARSIDE MADE THE FIRST 
PURCHASE OF 10 MEDALS, IMMEDIATELY PLANKING DOWN HIS CHECK FOR $60.00. 


SALES SLOWED AND AS IT WAS GETTING CLOSER TO COMMITMENT TIME TO MEDALLIC 
ART ON QUANTITY TO BE STRUCK (TO BE PAID UPON DELIVERY), THE QUANTITY 
WAS REDUCED TO 750 PIECES. AFTER TWO MONTHS, WITH SALES NOT GOING TOO 
WELL, QUANTITY WAS AGAIN REDUCED - TO S00 PIECES. OUR BIRTHDAY NIGHT 
(JUNE) WAS UPON US, AND STILL NOT ENOUGH SALES, SO THE FINAL QUANTITY 
ORDERED WAS 350 SILVER AND ONLY ONE GOLD MEDAL. 


WHEN THE QUANTITY WAS REDUCED TO 350, THE FIXED COSTS REMAINED THE SANE, 
HOWEVER PRICE PER MEDAL INCREASED TO $3.40 EACH, AND THERE WERE MORE 
ADDED COSTS, IE, COPYRIGHT, ADS IN NUMISMATIC PUBLICATIONS, PHOTOS, ETC. 


THE MEDALS WERE RECEIVED IN TIME FOR OUR JULY 1962 MEETING. AT THE JULY 
BOARD MEETING, IT WAS DECIDED THAT, TO BREAK EVEN ON THE PROGRAM, THE RE- 
MAINING 75 UNSOLD MEDALS HAD TO BE SOLD FOR $7.70 EACH, AND THEY WERE. 


TWO BRONZE MEDALS WERE SENT TO THE SOCIETY ABOUT 3 WEEKS BEFORE THE SIL- 
VER SHIPMENT. ONE OF THESE WAS PRESENTED TO FRANCIS JONES FOR HIS DILI- 
GENT WORK. WITH THE PURCHASE OF THE LAST 10 MEDALS, BY AL BABER ON 
DECEMBER 6, 1962, THE MEDAL PROGRAM WAS CLOSED. 
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THE DESIGN FOR THE MEDAL, AND THE WOODEN MODELS, WERE MADE BY 
SDNS HBR ROBERT J. BROSCH, AND THE SCULPTOR WAS JOSEPH A, DI LORENZO, 


AN EMPLOYEE OF MEDALLIC ART. 


THE OBVERSE OF THE MEDAL SHOWS A FIGURE OF A GREEK GODDESS HOLDING 

A PAIR OF OLIVE BRANCHES AROUND THE FIGURE '25'. BELOW THE SEATED 
FIGURE IS A COIN ALBUM SIGNIFYING THE SCIENCE OF NUMISMATICS. AROUND 
THE EDGE IS THE NAHE OF THE SAN DIEGO NUMISHATIC SOCIETY AND THE 
DATES 1937-1962. 


THE CITY OF SAN DIEGO IS REPRESENTED BY THE FIGURES ON THE REVERSE. 

ON THE TOP OF THE MEDAL 1S SHOWN THE BELFRY FROM THE MISSION SAN DIEGO 

DE ALCALA THE FIRST OF MANY MISSIONS FOUNDED BY FRAY JUNIPERO SERRA IN 
JULY 1769. ON EACH SIDE OF THE REVERSE ARE TWO PILLARS FROM THE SPANISH

MORE HISTORY 


FOLLOWING A DECISION BY THE BOARD AT THE OCTOBER 1994 MEETING, 
LARRY BABER, TREASURER, CLOSED THE SAFETY DEPOSIT BOX, AND 
AMONG THE CONTENTS WAS THE 25TH ANNIVERSARY 3-PIECE MEDAL SET 
AND SOME OLD DOCUMENTS, INCLUDING THE ORIGINAL ARTICLES OF IN- 
CORPORATION, NEATLY FOLDED, SHOWING INCORPORATION DATE OF 
AUGUST 1, 1961, THROUGH THE EFFORTS OF LONG BEACH ATTORNEY, 
CHARLES JOHNSON. THOUGH THE COST OF INCORPORATION WAS $15. 00, 
PLUS ATTORNEY FEES, NO FEES WERE PAID, AND THE SOCIETY ISSUED 
LIFE MEMBERSHIP TO CHARLES. 


INCORPORATING DIRECTORS WERE JAMES A. ANDERSON, FRANCIS S JONES, 
AND L.T. GOTTSCHALL.
